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A Great Game for a Great Cause

What began as an effort to 
help the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department restore a fire truck 
has now become an effort to re- 
store smiles after tragedy. 

Sgt. Steven F. Gaughan’s life 
was taken from him in the line 
of duty in June. He was a 4l- 
year-old father of two and a 
Greenbelt resident. Many col- 
leagues and friends are still 
shocked by his death. Many are 
even outraged, but as 2nd Vice 
President of the Prince George’s 
County Fraternal Order of Police 
(FOP) Donnie Bell said, “We’re 
going to try to keep [the softball 
game] as upbeat as possible.” 

Bell and members of the 
Prince George’s County FOP and 
the Greenbelt FOP are planning 
to lace up the spikes and take 
Braden Field on August 12 at 7 
p.m. in honor of a fallen officer 
and friend — a man who was all 
smiles. 

They will face last year’s 
reigning champs: the women’s 
All-Star fastpitch recreation team. 

Gaughan, once a big sports 
enthusiast, coached little league 
baseball at Braden Field. He 
had a tattoo of the Red Sox 
logo on his right thigh. The 
Washington Post reported that 
during his funeral services, a 
baseball cap adorned the dash- 
board of his empty squad car, 
which was parked outside of the 
funeral home. 


Reflection 

“T think there’ll be 
a moment of reflec- 
tion,” Bell said on 
the emotional impact 
of the upcoming 
game. Despite 
chances of tears and 
nostalgia, Bell is con- 
fident that his 
slowpitch team can 
get the win — almost

“We'll try to show

The FOP team will need more 
than confidence. Not only will it 
be facing a team with college- 
level competitors, its players will 
step up to the plate against a 
windmill capable of throwing 60 
miles per hour from 40 feet away 
when they see pitches far less 
than half that speed in slowpitch. 
Fortunately for the men’s team, 
the women supply the pitcher 
and catcher for both teams, en- 
suring that the women will have 
to deal with the same intolerable 
speeds. 

If last year’s game is any kind 
of a testament, additional strength 
is only as good as the contact 
made with the ball. For the past

possibility of having 
to hit a screwball. 
Pitching 

Pitcher Jamie Williams, one of 
Coach Kelly Ivy’s cunning Out- 
laws, can throw a perfect screw- 
ball. The screwball is rare in 
both baseball and softball be- 
cause it is essentially a curveball 
that “curves” the opposite way 
and is known to rise in softball. 
The women will catch a huge 
break on game day (paradoxically 
by being spared from a huge 
break), for the Outlaws’ ace will 
be unable to pitch for the men as 
Ivy had planned — she will be re- 
turning home to Alabama. 

“T was so excited about it,” 
said Williams who has hit 65 
miles per hour on the radar gun. 
“Coach Ivy] really wanted me 
to pitch for the guys’ team. It’s 
such a good cause.” 

Williams’ team will send five 
players to the women’s All-Star 
team, including third baseman 
Lisa Martin, who turned a game-

Capital Office Park Owners: 
No Current Plans to Build 


Owner representatives of one 
of the city’s most important de- 
velopments, Capital Office Park, 
met with the Greenbelt City 
Council at a stakeholder workses- 
sion on July 26. Richard Perkins 
of the Perkins Companies, Inc. 
and attorney Nancy Slepicka of 
Fossett and Brugger discussed 
their plans for future development 
and some current problems. 
Mayor Judith Davis and council- 
members briefed the two on city 
negotiations with adjacent devel- 
opers. 

There are four parcels of land 
near the U.S. Courthouse on Ivy 
Lane that are suitable for devel- 
opment, Perkins said. Already 
built at Capital Office Park and 
occupied for many years are six 
office buildings and a Marriott 
Hotel. Perkins said that there 
had been negotiations for the ac- 
quisition of the smallest of the 
remaining parcels for the con- 
struction of a Federal Bankruptcy 
Court. It would have been adja- 
cent to the existing courthouse 
and connected to it with a walk- 
way. That deal fell through re- 
cently, however. It was decided 
that the cost would be too expen- 
sive and the building program

had been changed because of 
security regulations. Perkins 
noted that the buffer zone re- 
quired was to be three times the 
Space required for the building 
and that there were new require- 
ments for courtroom security. 

Perkins noted a Washington 
Post story in that day’s paper 
about a forum held on anti-terror 
building rules. Perkins didn’t 
see how the government could 
afford to spend the amount of 
money required to assure security. 
He noted the government had 
gone to building leasing because 
it couldn’t afford the capital 
costs of building construction. 

Right now there is nothing 
“in the works,” Perkins told the 
council relating to building con- 
struction. They build when they 
have made arrangements for a 
major tenant to lease a new fa- 
cility. 

Fifth Site 

Davis took note of a fifth par- 
cel that could be developed ad- 
jacent to Kenilworth Avenue on 
Ivy Lane. This site had once 
been planned for the construc- 
tion of a gasoline service station, 
an idea the owners later aban- 
doned as being detrimental to 


the character of the office com- 
munity. Davis restated the 
council’s express interest in ac- 
quiring the land to be main- 
tained as a green buffer and a 
city entrance. Perkins responded 
that he had that in his mind. 
Davis and other councilmem- 
bers reviewed the status of plan- 
ning with Apartment Investment 
Management Co. (AIMCO) on 
the redevelopment of the 
Springhill Lake property across 
the Beltway from the office park. 
Many of the owners of the office 
park were involved with the origi- 
nal development of Springhill 
Lake including Perkins’ late fa- 
ther Edward. After hearing the 
schedule for the project which is 
to be completed in six to ten 
years. Perkins thought that that 
would be a lot to get accom- 
plished in that amount of time. 
Councilmember Leta Mach 
and Davis noted their desire for 
some of the property to be de- 
veloped with cooperatively- 
owned units. Perkins said that 
cooperatives were hard to sell 
any place but New York City. 
Councilmember Konrad Herling

Heat Index & Safety 


What is the heat index and what does it mean? 
The heat index was devised by the National Weather Service 
to give people a better idea of how the heat on a given day will 


actually feel. 
temperature. 


This is done by factoring in relative humidity and 
For example, when the temperature is 85 degrees 


and the relative humidity is 60 percent, the heat index is 91 de- 


grees. 


When the temperature is 90 degrees or higher, with relative 
humidity at 55 percent or higher, the heat index nearly always 


will exceed 100 degrees; 95 degrees and 55 percent humidity feels 


like 115 degrees. 


At that temperature, sun stroke, heat stroke 


and heat cramps are greater dangers, especially for high risk age 


groups. 


To avoid problems follow these steps: 
e Slow down or minimize outdoor physical activity. 
e Dress appropriately — lightweight, light-colored clothing re- 


flects heat and sunlight. 


e Drink plenty of fluids but steer clear of alcohol.

Discovered at Her Home 


The former home of the artist 
who sculpted the Mother and 
Child statue at Roosevelt Center 
and the carved limestone reliefs 
across the front of the Greenbelt 
Community Center was featured 
in an Ann Cameron Siegal 
“Where We Live” story in the 
July 13 issue of the Washington 
Post. Lenore Thomas Straus 
lived in a contemporary house in 
the Moyaone Reserve, a small 
heavily wooded subdivision near 
the Potomac River on the Prince 
George’s/Charles County border, 
according to the story.

and no square corners the house 
looks like it was planted on the 
spot. Curved-glass floor-to-ceil- 
ing windows make the most of 
the backyard view, according to 
the Post article. While clearing 
the brush, Yeager uncovered sev- 
eral pieces of Straus’s sculpture, 
now prominently displayed at 
the home. 

A picture with the story tell- 
ing about the Moyaone Reserve 
development showed one of the 
Straus statues in Yeager’s yard in 
a wooded setting. The tall, slen- 
der woman depicted is not un- 
like in style the Straus statue 
now placed in the front corner of 
the Community Center nearest 
the Municipal Building. That 
statue, a woman’s upper body, 
was donated to the city by 
Lenore Thomas, daughter of the 
artist, after the artist’s death. 
Both art works differ from those 
Straus did as Lenore Thomas in 
the mid-1930s for the Greenbelt 
project where the figures are 
bulky and muscular.

Notice of Amendment to the City Charter Change in Eligibility to Vote by Absentee Ballot 
Atits July 11, 2005, meeting, the City Council adopted a resolution to amend Sec. 27 of the City Charter. The charter amendment resolution 
will become effective on August 30, 2005, unless a proper petition to submit the amendment to the voters on a referendum is filed as 


permitted by law. 
Charter Amendment Resolution 2005-1 


A Resolution of the City of Greenbelt Adopted Pursuant to the Authority of Article 11E of the Constitution of Maryland and Section 13 of 
Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland, (1957 Edition as Amended), Title, “Corporation-Municipal,” Subtitle “Home Rule” to 
Amend the Charter of the City of Greenbelt Found, in Whole or in Part, in the Compilation of Municipal Charters of Maryland (1983 
Edition as Amended), as Prepared by the Department of Legislative Reference Pursuant to Chapter 77 of the Acts of the General Assem- 
bly of Maryland of 1983, by Repealing and Reenacting with Amendments Section 27, Titled “Absentee Voting” to Expand Eligibility for 


Absentee Voting 


The resolution will make the following change to the charter on “Absentee Voting”: 


Existing Text: Any qualified voter of the City of Greenbelt, by reason of religious beliefs, physical condition or absence from the city 
on the day of an election, may vote by absentee ballot. The procedures for applying for an absentee ballot, for casting the ballots, and 


counting it shall be established by ordinance. 


Amended Text: Any qualified voter of the City of Greenbelt may vote by absentee ballot. The procedures for applying for, casting, 


and counting absentee ballots shall be established by ordinance. 


The purpose of the change is to give an additional option to voters and thereby make it easier to vote in municipal elections. Voters who are 
not able to come to the polls on Election Day may still vote absentee, just as before. Voters who prefer to come to their polling place on 

Election Day and use a voting machine may still do so, just as before. But any voter may now choose to vote absentee, since it is no longer 
required that one provide a reason or excuse for doing so. 


As required by Maryland law, this resolution will be posted in its entirety for 40 days, until August 20, 2005, at the Municipal Building at 25 
Crescent Road. It can also be found on the Greenbelt CityLink Web site at http://www.greenbeltmd. gov. A copy may also be requested 


from the City Clerk.

saving 5-1-2 double play in the 
ninth inning of a July 25 double- 
header game against the Angels. 
The Outlaws went on to win 4-2 
after dropping the first game of 
the doubleheader 3-0. 

Bob Mascetti, the Angels’ 
coach and one of the three 
coaches of the women’s All-Star 
team this year, said he is always 
looking forward to the women 
coming out on top. 

“You got to remember, the 
women won last year,’ he said. 

That they did — and they 
helped raise money for the 
Greenbelt Labor Day Festival 
Committee while they were at it.

“The Beauties v. the Beasts] 
came about because some guys 
thought they could beat the 
girls, and it kind of evolved into 
what it is now,’ said Varda. The 
girls and Coach Ivy begged to 
differ on this thought. 

The first game was played to 
raise money for the Greenbelt 
Volunteer Fire Department in or- 
der to restore its antique fire en- 
gine. The fire department sup- 
plied the men’s team or the 
“Beauties” while the girls called 
themselves the “Beasts.” Varda 


maintains that he had no part in 
deciding the team names. 

“That’s on them, they decided 
that,” he said. “I would never 
have done that.” 

Perhaps it was a misnomer be- 
cause the men were the “beasts” 
in the first game based on their 
performance but Coach Ivy 
pointed out that Jill Holz, while 
pitching for the men, beat the 
women almost single-handedly. 

“The women kept hitting the 
ball back to the pitcher and 
[Holz] kept getting them out at 
first base,” said Ivy. 

Gaughan 

This year’s game will not be 
about Labor Day or fire trucks, 
but about Steve Gaughan and 
his family. Every five-dollar 
ticket donation, every hot dog, 
hamburger and soft drink sold 
will in some small way help to 
ease the pain of Donna, Daniel 
and Rachel Gaughan. The fam- 
ily already has the support of the 
1,000 people who bought tickets 
during the first week and the or- 
ganizers expect to give away at 
least 2,000 more. 

Ivy, a guy who likes to win, 
said that when he approached his 
niece (a Prince George’s County 
police officer) with the idea to 
honor Gaughan as a fallen hero, 
he “was more interested in the 
community as a whole, healing 
[and] coming together in a good 
atmosphere to support 
[Gaughan’s] family and remember 
him as the great person that he 
was. 

“We just really come together 
to support the game of softball 
and to admire both slowpitch 
and fastpitch. We’re not there to 
make fun of slowpitch, and I 
hope the men didn’t come to 
make fun of fastpitch. We both 
walk away with equal respect for 
each other.” 

The two sides may not agree 
on the potential result or even 
on the way the game is played, 
but they certainly agree on one 
thing — the cause. 

“T think Steve’s kind of going 
to be there with us,” said Ivy.

piped in, “And Greenbelt.” 

Councilmembers also re- 
viewed the status of develop- 
ment for Greenbelt Station. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
asked if this project would hurt 
or help Capital Office Park as it 
is to include office buildings. 
Perkins responded that anything 
done well would help them. He 
noted that while the developers 
were getting the project ready, 
they still didn’t have tenants and 
were not yet affecting his devel- 
opment. 

Slepicka was interested in 
the status of the proposed addi- 
tional ramps into the Metro Sta- 
tion property. Davis advised 
that Congressman Steny Hoyer 
had been waiting upon the city 
and developers to reach agree- 
ment. Now that that had been 
done he was working on obtain- 
ing federal funding. The state 
is to be involved as well. 

Salt Dome 

Two concerns of the Capital 
Office Park owners are the salt 
dome on Cherrywood Lane at 
Kenilworth Avenue, a main en- 
trance to the office park, and 
the city’s Public Works Facility 
which can be viewed from office 
windows. Both are considered 
eyesores by the owners. Davis 
expressed doubts that the salt 


dome could be moved but 
would work with the owners for 
better screening of the site. 

As to the city’s facilities, 
Davis told of plans to build an 
addition to store many of the 
unsightly things which the of- 
fice workers see. It will be a 
“green” building. The existing 
buildings will be improved as 
well. 

Another problem is the State 
Highway Administration build- 
ing where some changes in its 
parking lots have impacted the 
neighboring hotel. Here again, 
Davis agreed to seek better 
screening between that property 
and the hotel. 

Beltway Widening 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens showed the council and 
office park representatives a 
study plan for the widening of 
the Capital Beltway in the 
Greenbelt area in order to pro- 
vide additional toll lanes. The 
plans indicated that additional 
property would be taken along- 
side the road for the widening 
and for storm water retention fa- 
cilities. The plans show that 
some of the office park parking 
would be taken for the widen- 
ing. Any changes to the 
Beltway are likely to be of inter- 
est to all of Greenbelt.

Sane men simply 
shrug and muddle on but some 
take the situation as an opportu- 
nity to do something stupid, ex- 
pensive and crazy. At previous 
such junctures, I have taken up 
whitewater kayaking, competition 
pistol shooting and — scariest of 
all — marriage and fatherhood. 

But this time I really went 
over the wall. I took up 
songwriting. 

It all started when a friend of 
mine mentioned that his country 
band was in need of a few new 
songs for their upcoming album. 
Having wanted to try my hand at 
it for some time, I took it upon 
myself to scribble a few words 
and notes. I thought they weren’t 
too bad. Band members, taking 
a look, agreed to give them a try. 
I was there to make sure the 
phrasing and feel were what I in- 
tended. A date was set for a re- 
cording session and then I re- 
ceived news that the band was 
breaking up. 

But the bug had bit. I had 
carefully and lovingly honed the 
lyrics and laboriously written the 
scores. I really wanted to see 
these songs brought to life and 
recorded. 

To market a song in Nashville 
they want to hear a “demo,” per- 
formed by a good singer backed 
by top-notch musicians and first- 
class engineering. I knew I 
would need professional help. 

That’s when I found a guitarist 
and recording engineer named 
Garrick who lives in Laurel. He 
is the proverbial “Guy Who 
Works Out of His Basement.” In 
earlier years he was the lead gui- 
tarist for the Grand Ole Opry 
house band and he’s an absolute 
legend among area musicians. He 
sings great back-up or lead and 
can fill in on keyboards, bass or 
drums if the need arises. If you 
need a song demo sent to Nash- 
ville, nobody does a slicker, 
higher-quality job than Garrick. 

My first meeting with Garrick 
was an eye-opener. He threw 
away all my carefully prepared 
scores and gave me a single or- 
der: “Just sing it.” 

“IT don’t sing very well,” I 
countered. 

“That doesn’t matter at all.” 

So I sat in his basement and 
sang two songs for him. The first 
time through, he was softly pick- 
ing out chords on an acoustic gui- 
tar. The second time through he 
was strumming along. “Does that 
seem like the right chord?” he 
asked. “Is that the feel you’re go- 
ing for here?” Then Garrick sang 
it. Bless me, what a revelation! 

For weeks I had worked on 
the songs and suddenly some- 
body with real talent was bring- 
ing them alive. They were ex- 
actly the way I had heard them in 
my head. They sounded good. 
Great, even. It took two days to 
get the smile off my face. 

By that time Garrick had filled 
in with instruments and a drum 
track and sent the sound of his 
golden vocal chords singing my 
lyrics into a $3,000 microphone. 
The result was stunning. They 
could be played alongside any 
song you hear on the radio. 

My ego got boosted big time 
when Garrick played one of my 
recorded demos during a band 
break at a concert. “Man, tons of 
people came up to me and told 
me that they loved that song! 


You’ve got to send that to Nash- 
ville!” 

So I did. I sent all my songs. 
While I got many words of en- 
couragement, no publishers or 
performers opted to pick any up. 
After two years I told him, “It’s 
just not working, Garrick.” 

“You've got to get out and 
sing your songs, good buddy,’ he 
said. ““That’s the only way people 
are going to hear them. If you 
don’t do your own songs, nobody 
else will. You’ve got a better 
voice than you think. I'll tell 
you what, you practice a bit and 
[ll see what I can do about con- 
vincing Frank to let us do one of 
your songs on his radio show.” 

Frank Gosman produces the 
Country Showcase America radio 
program out of a barn in Howard 
County, broadcast live from 3 to 
6 p.m. every Sunday over the 
Internet at www.wcsa.fm. 

Most weeks Garrick plays lead 
guitar there. It took me a month 
to screw up my courage, espe- 
cially after a short conversation 
with my wife. “Garrick thinks I 
can do it, Honey.’ I told her. “He

says my voice isn’t as bad as I 
think.” 

“Isn’t Garrick the man you pay 
$50 an hour to record your 
songs?” she countered. 

The week before I was due to 
sing we tried to schedule some 
practice sessions but overtime gigs 
and family emergencies kept them 
from happening. “Just get up 
there,” Garrick said over his cell 
phone as he was driving, 20 min- 
utes before air-time. “It will be all 
right. Bring a lyric sheet.” I 
jumped into my car and hoped the 
cops weren't too abundant on I-95. 

My heart was in my throat as 
I scurried through the back door 
to the barn and signed in on the 
schedule sheet. “You know how 
to sing?” Frank asked. 

“Uh... “ I began. 

“Don’t worry,” Garrick called 
out as he yanked his guitar from 
its case and hastily plugged it 
into the amp for the sound check, 
“Tll be backing him up.” 

“Oh, Lord,” Frank muttered 
under his breath. “OK, you’re up 
fourth. Give me the name of the 
song and the key.” 

“Butting Heads with the Bulls. 
Key of E.” 

“OK, everybody,” yelled the 
sound tech. “We’re on in 10, nine, 
CIOL 6.125 

When the sound tech got to 
zero the band cranked up the 
show’s theme song, solid and 
powerful, Garrick throwing out 
guitar licks like there was no to- 
morrow. After that an array of 
guest singers came up to perform, 
some of them up-and-coming per- 
formers I expect to show up on 
the country charts any day now 


but most of them older stalwarts 
who sang the country classics. 
And let me tell you, all of them 
could belt it out. 

“Oh, man,” I thought to myself 
as I heard a woman who was 
pushing at least 70 years old 
hold a pure high note for what 
seemed like half a minute and 
shake the rafters. “I’ve really 
stepped in it this time.” At best 
I have a four-note range and the 
only time I could claim I sang on 
key was when I stepped on my 
car keys in the middle of the 
night and let out a scream. 

All too soon, it was my turn. 
I walked up to the mike while 
Frank gave a little introduction. 
“This 1s a new song by a fellow 
named Bill Cornett. Bill and 
Garrick are going to sing this one 
for us. I understand that this is a 
World Premiere.” 

‘Where are the music stands?” 
I whispered to Garrick, looking 
for a place to put the lyric sheets 
so he could see the words. 

“Uh, we don’t have any. Just 
hold the sheets up for me. Oh, 
and could you sing the first line 
all by yourself? Il probably re- 
member how it goes after that.” 

Oh, great. Here I was, step- 
ping up to the microphone on a 
live radio program with a song I 
couldn’t really sing, Garrick 
couldn’t really remember and the 
rest of the band had never heard 
before in their lives. “Ill give 
you a couple of measures to give 
you the tempo,” Garrick asided to 
the rest of the players, “then 
come in. It’s basically a blues 
riff. Dll give you the changes,” 
he said, referring to the chords. 

Garrick played the intro, then 
the band came in. Two measures 
later I was supposed to start sing- 
ing. But one measure before that, 
I dropped the first lyric sheet on 
the floor. I stooped down to pick 
it up, hastily crammed my face 
back up to the microphone and 
got way too close, blasting the 
first syllable out like an 
overdriven kazoo. The engineer 
quickly turned down my mike — 
probably his best move of the 
day — and I got out the first line 
loud enough for Garrick to hear 
it. He picked it up from then on, 
and I tried to keep my voice as 
inconspicuous as possible. After 
the first stanza the band got the 
groove and I have to admit that it 
did start sounding kinda sweet. 

We got a good ovation when 
we finished and I must not have 
been too bad, because after the 
show was over Frank invited me 
to come back and sing it again 
the next week. 

A few days later I got a late- 
night call from a record producer, 
one whose name I recognized. 
“T really liked that song of yours 
I heard on the Country Showcase 
program the other Sunday,” he 
said. “I’ve got a singer in my 
stable, great voice and there’s a 
good chance he’s going to go 
somewhere.” 

Wow, I thought to myself, this 
is it! One of my songs is going 
to get picked up by a fast-rising 
new performer! I could see it in 
my mind, the numbers climbing 
the charts, the acceptance 
speeches at the awards shows, the 
competition by major artists as 
they vied to be next in line to 
get one of my sure-to-be-chart- 
topping compositions. 

“Garrick says you’re a great 
photographer,” the producer con- 
tinued. “What would you charge 
to take some publicity photos?” 

Oh, well. At least it was a 


paying job.

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Poet Laureate of Maryland 
To Read His Poetry Here

The Poet Laureate of Mary- 
land, Dr. Michael S. Glaser, will 
be the guest reader at the Show- 
case of Prose and Poetry, co- 
sponsored by the Greenbelt Arts 
Center and the Greenbelt Writers 
Group (GWG). The showcase will 
take place on Sunday, August 7 
at 5 p.m. in the Greenbelt Arts 
Center, 123 Centerway. Glaser 
will read from his collections of 
poetry and answer questions from 
the audience. GWG members will 
also contribute original prose and 
poetry readings. There is a fee. 

A free workshop for ages 6 to 
adult will be held in the Com- 
munity Center at 3:15 p.m. 
Glaser will introduce some of the 
tools writers use, such as com- 
parisons, images and details. 
Whether one’s writing extends to 
published works or only as far as 
the grocery list, this workshop 
will offer participants a chance to 
try their hand at exercises de- 
signed to be fun and free the 
imagination. 

The creative writing work- 
shop will last about an hour and 
15 minutes. Participants are 
asked to arrive promptly at the 
scheduled time. 

Glaser was named Poet Laure- 
ate of Maryland by Governor 
Robert Erhlich in August 2004. 
For 35 years Glaser has taught at 
St. Mary’s College of Maryland, 
where he has served as head of 
the Division of Arts and Letters 
and chair of the English Depart- 
ment. He co-founded and directs 
the biennial Literary Festival and 
the annual Voices reading series 
at St. Mary’s, which features na- 
tionally renowned poets. A re- 
cipient of awards for excellence in 
teaching and for his “outstanding 
leadership” to the poetry commu- 
nity, Glaser has served as a 
Maryland State Arts Council 
poet-in-the-schools for over 20 
years. He has written three col- 
lections of poetry and has edited 
two anthologies of Maryland po- 
ets. More than 300 of Glaser’s 


poems have been published in 
various literary journals and 
newspapers. His most recent 
book, “Being a Father,’ draws 
upon his 30-plus years of father- 
hood, with its “joys and 
struggles” as inspiration. 

Another source of inspiration 
to Glaser is his faith. He has 
Stated, in his framework for ser- 
vice as Poet Laureate, that poetry 
‘addresses our shared human de- 
sire for what is both meaningful 
and beautiful” and “serves us by 
giving genuine voice to our ex- 
periences, our fears and anxieties 
as well as our hopes and dreams, 
our spirits and our hearts.” 

St. Mary’s College President 
Jane Margaret O’Brien has said 
of Glaser, “He writes from the 
heart, very emotional poetry, 
very understandable for any lay 
reader.”
